Suspend potato dlgslns until be- 
ginning of the sugor beet harvest 
season, thus creating n double har- 
vest ot once to boost the demand for 
labor. 

Create additional trouble In the 
harvest of the third crop ot hay. 

A survey Saturday night brought 
the loUovlns comments: 

Jack Smith, manager of the Dean 
Orowcrs' Warehouse association In 
Twin FUls, said continued rains 
win prove a aerlous blow to tha 
bean crop. He added, however, that 
the harveit was pretty well Kkms In 



moat areas. Hay and some onions 
aLw may be damaged. 

Olenn Bodily. Cassia county 
B«eni, said the rains were not help- 
ing any. He said k lot ot beons In 
the Mlnl-Cossla area were down, but 
so tar hadn't been damaged badly 
—but they could be. PoUto digging 
starting two weeks ago has been 
suspended. Worst threat U to beans, 

Robert E. Hlgglns, Ooodlng coun- 
ty agent, said there has been some 
damage, but. It Isn't too high yet. 
Lots of hay Is sUuidlng or down, and 
may be damaged If the rain con- 
tinues. He feels that at present 
the loss U fairly light, but If It keeps 
on mining and a freeze comes, a 
heavy damage may result, 

Charles P. Baker, chairman ot the 
Oooding county ACA. said he has 
heard reports Irom potato growers 
of losses. He uld there Is some 
damage and It could Increase. 

Also from Burley came reports^ 
that some farmers were being forced' 
to "lall down" their hay as tliey 
sucked IL The salting process Is 
found helpful In keeping the damp 
hay from mildewing. It was ex- 
plslned.

Sept. 28 An of- 
Ilchi] Inkling wos given by the 
United SUtes today that Its X-1 
rocket driven research plane appar- 
ently has hurtled through the air 
between BCD and 1,000 miles an hour. 

Air Secretory Symington gave a 
hint of the speed attained by the 
knlte-wlnged little plone In on air 
force asioclaUon speech. 

EnumeroUng achlercments by the 
air force during the last year, he 
mentioned laconically, "an airplane 
flying hundreds ot mllca taster than 
the speed of sound, which Is 7B0 
miles per hour at sea level," 

This Is all he had to say on that 
matUr. but It eonatltutea tha tint 
official EuggesUon ot tha apeeds be- 
ing reached by tho "nylng research 
laboratory."

The Tlmcs-Ncw.s Iw.s contejidccl nil along 
that the ]a.st .'ic.^.^lop of the .itatc legliilature 
did Idaho more harm tlian Rood, and JudRlm; 
by the way its now .-ilot machine and local 
option llquor-by-the-drliik luv.'.i have worked 
out. we're more convinced than ever. 

Not to our knowledge ha;; there ever been 
a time in Twin Falls county, as an example, 
when greater dis-fen^Jon. Jll WJlug and njii- 
triLst exLstcd nnionB Its people, That Is bc.iL 
lIliLitratcd by tho request for a grand jury 
Investigation which District Judge Baker now 
has under consideration. 

In our opinion this condition is more or 
less general throughout Idaho, as a ruult of 
the last legislature making it passible to 
throw the state wide open. Strong factional 
differences have developed with unwarranted 
hatred.s which are no good for our state. 

Governor Robln.i was right In hLs descrip- 
tion of those "certain taxes derived from 

■ sources of Income which arc subject to great 

■ dissension among our citizens." 

What If some of the dplcgatcs to the muni- 
cipal league sessions did express fears that 
the state legislature might knock out the 
slot machine law or the llquor-by-the-drlnk 
law? Are these laws and the revenues they 
I are producing through taxation worth all 

■ the trouble they ore causing? 

; Let the legislature throw slot machines 
' out of Idaho entirely. It would be the best 
' thing that ever happened to the state. As 

■ for liquor— !f the majority of the people of 
: Idaho InsLsts upon having It. the state. 
I through its own dispensary system, could 
■. best control this problem with adequate laws 

and strict enforcement. 

When our legislature starts playing with 
these laws, particularly to liberalize them 

• and by dividing communities against each 
; other with politically-Inspired local option 
; provisions, we can expect the results we are 
: now experiencing. ^ 

; Let's hope that our next legislature will 
: have the courage and good Judgment to do 
; away with slot machines altogether; that 
'■ it will enact a statewide policy as to the con- 
'■ trol of liquor, liberal enough to satisfy the 
: desires ol the conservative element of the 

■ majority, and strict enough to meet the 

• principal objections of the conservative elc- 

■ ment of the minority. Trying to satisfy tho 
; demands made by the radicals on both sides 
; of the fence shoul.4 bo rccognlzocl as a forc- 
: gone Impossibility, 

But In any event, let's hope the legislature 

■ corrects those laws which arc spreading un- 
.warranted dissension among our people. 

I That's the most serious development of all. 



THE BOV SCOUTS WITHDRAW 
The decision of the Snake river council of 
the Boy Scouts to withdraw from the Twin 
Falls Community Chest comes as regret- 
■ table news because It's another step In tho 
I opposite direction from the original purpose 
' of the Community Chest. 

The thing that prompted the Community 
Chest In the first place was the multiplicity 
of public drives for funds to support the var- 
ious relief and character building organiza- 
tions. It seems that as soon as one drive was 
over another was already In the making, with 
each organization trying to mlse n,s big a 
budget as possible. The result was an obvious 
hardship on the public. 

For that reason. Twin Falls adopted the 
Community Chest plan of combining all such 
campaigns for funds, with a budget commit- 
tee recommending the amounts which It be- 
lieved should logically be allowed to each 
participating organization. Tlic advantages 
of such a system from the public's standpoint 
are readily apparent. 

Since the Community Chest was first set 
up the participating organizations have In- 
cluded the Boy Scouts. Red Cross. PTA. Sal- 
vation Army. Campllce Girls. Girl Reserves 
and the Children's Home at Boise. Tlic As- 
sociated Charities also were included until 
this particular branch of relief was aban- 
doned. 

The first major break In the Community 
Chest structure occurred a number of years 
ago when the Red Cress withdrew. And now 
that the Boy Scouts, largest participating 
organization of all. has pulled out. to con- 
duct Its fund raising campaigns apart from 
the Community Chest, a return to the old 

-eystem of every organization for Itself acems 
to be In progress. 

Of course those organizations remaining 
within the Community Chest are still deserv- 

,lng of whole-hearted support. And the Boy 
Scouts may have .good reasons for going on 
their own, particularly in the belle! that they 
can raise more money outside of the Com- 
munity Chest.
